dishwasher, and selecting operational functions of the dishwasher, the controller including a 
touch- sensitive surface with switching functions allocated to an operating function, wherein the 
switching function of the touch- sensitive is actuable by relatively light touching contact and the 
relevant operating function is thereby respectively switched off, switched on, or selected; 
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and 

wherein the touch- sensitive surface of the controller is controllable illuminated by 

a lamp: 

and 

wherein the touch- sensitive surface is controllably illuminated in steps.

Claim 27. The dishwasher of claim 26, A dishwasher comprising:

wherein the user interface is controllably illuminated in steps.
